Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Per claims 1-16, the claims are allowed for the reasons presented by applicant in 

Paper No. 14 in patent application serial number 09/049,354. 

Per claim 1 7, US Pat No 5, 1 95,922 to Genco does not teach or faiily suggest an 

interchangeable cartridge positioned over the opening of a SMIF pod, the cartridge 

further comprising at least one of the recited components. 

Per claims 18-30, while it is known in the art to provide a system and method 

including a wafer enclosure having an opening and a door to sealingly close the 
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opening and a receptacle and at least one cartridge selected from the recited group 
(see US Pat No 5,873,468 to Ejima at al.), in tlie examiner's opinion, the prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest at least two different cartridges selected from the recited group, 
the cartridges positioned to engage the wafer enclosure through the receptacle. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
